SCANDINAVIAN MINISTERIAL 


CRISIS — IRISH 
. POLITICS—ERIEFS. 

CHRISTIANA, Feb. 24.—The Government pro- 
poses to make a motion in the Storthing for 
the creation of an independent Norwegian 
foreign office. The King has decided that the 
question must be referred to a State council, 
composed of Swedes and Norwegians, ‘as the 
foreign relations of the Kingdom are of com- 
mon interest to both Sweden and Norway. If 
the King persists tn this attitude the ministry 
will resign. A majority of the members of 
the new Storthing were elected on this issua¢. 
and they are, of course, prepared to support 
the ministers. Heretofore and at present the 
foreign affairs of the Kingdom have been con- 
ducted by Sweden. 


. IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 

DUBLIN, Feb. 24.—At the regular meeting 
of the National League here Mr. Edmund 
Leamy, member of the House of Commons 
South Sligo, said that the Nationalists were 
now sure that Mr. Gladstone knew what kind 
ofhome rule was necessary forlreland. Al- 
though some of the Irish members of Parlia- 
ment had declared thelr readiness to take 
whatever the Liberals give, none dared to 
say they would ultimately take less than 
provided for in Mr. Parnell’s programme. 
Though the Parnellites were in the minority 
against the McCarthyites, it was Parnell’ 
voice that English Liberals listened to. Any 
Giladstonian measure had no chance of ac- 
ceptance by Ireland unless it was based on 
the lines laid down by Mr. Parnell. — 


DE FREYCINET ILL. 

Paris, Feb. 24.—There is no solution of the 
Ministerial crisis. M. De Freycinet declares 
thatifhe wished to enter upon the task of 
forming a new Ministry, the state of his 
health would pot permit the attempt. Un- 
fortunately, M. Rouvier, the statesman liast 
called upon by the President to organize a 
cabinet, is still confined to his room.

FOURTEEN TO ONE. 


THE STATE COMMITTEE IN SESSION AT 
JEFFERSON CITY, 


Turner's Bill Sends a Single Republican to 
Congress—Protest From Delaney—Gn- 
bernatorial Candidates Actively Can- 
vassing—University Matters Eng 
Much Attention. , 


JEFFEKSON City, Mo., Feb. 24.—The State 
Democratic Committee met at 11 o’clock this 
morning in the Madison House pariors for 
the purpose of looking over the various re- 
districting schemes proposed and to offer 
such suggestions-to the Democratic majority 
in the Legislature as are deemed proper and 
beneficial to the interest of Missourl Democ- 
racy. There were present: Chairman C. C. 
Mamtt.of St. Louis and Committeemeén J. H. 
Carroll, Unionville; J. H. Finks, Salisbury; 
J. B. Thomas, Albany; A. M. Allen, Kan- 
sas City; B. P. Batley, Fulton;«George 
T. Dunn of Troy; W. Bs Thompson, 
St. Louls; proxy for Mayor Noonan: Jasper 
N. Burks, Farmington;. John D. Tolgon, 
Fayette;.W. H. Phelps, Carthage; T. J. 
Delaney, Springfield, and W. J. Alien, Pied- 
mont. Mr. Phillips, the new secretary ofthe 
committee, was also on hand. 

Before the meeting opened the members 
circulated among the legislators discussing 
the different redistricting bills proposed. 
Committeeman Delaney was notat all dis- 
posed to favor the Turner bill, which 
places Springfield in a district having a 
Republican majority all the way from 6,000 to 
10,000, hough the other fourteen districts are 
made Democratic. ‘‘I don’t object,’’ he 
sald,‘*to getting as many districts as we can, 
but I don’t like the idea of getting such a 
dose of Republicanism in my immediate sec- 
tion.’” It will be remembered that the elec- 
tion of Fyan and the defeat of Farmer 
Wadein the Thirteenth District in the iast 
election was due in a large measure to the 
energetic work of Committeeman Delaney. 
It is understood.in some quarters that Mr. 
Delaney will be a candidate for Wongress in 
the Springfield District next November. His 
plan isto make twelve Democratic districts 
outside of St. Louis city and county. 

DELANEY '’S PLAN. 

**The &t. Louis people,’’ he said, ‘‘can 
Ogure out the three districts to suit them- 
selves. They can unquestionably make two 
of them Democratic, The Eighth and Ninth 
can be left as they are, and the Tenth 
made up ofSouth 6st. Louls and &t. Louis 
This would be a Dig Bepublican 
Cistrict, and the only one of the fifteen ac- 
cording tomy pian. S&8t. Louls’ commercial 
interests entitle her to three Congressmen, 
and she would have no trouble getting them 
under this a ment.’’ 

Committeeman Phelps plan is somewhat 
similar to Delaney’s. He wants to take the 
big Republican wardsin South 6st. 
adjoin them with &t. Louis, Franklin and 
perhaps st. Charles Counties. 

Whilie the committeemen werein the hotel 
rotunda they were kept busily engaged meet- 
ing the candidates and University removers 
who are here from nearly every point in 
Missouri.

THE WARD. MURDER. 


Miss Lillie Johnson Tells the Story of 
the Tragedy. 


INTERESTING TESTIMONY OF THE DEAD 
FREDA’S SISTER, 


How the Elopement of the Murdered Girl 
and Alice Mitchell Was Frustrated— 
The Engagement Ring Had Passed— 
One of Freda Ward’s Letters—A 
Crowded Court-Room at Memphis. 


Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 24.—The interest in 
everything pertainingto the Mitchell-Ward 
tragedy is marked by the numbers of people 
who throng the court-room and listen to the 
evidence submitted in the proceedings before 
Judge DuBose. The murder, it will be re- 
membered, occurred on Jan. 2%. Alice Mitch- 
ell cut the throat of Freda Ward from ear to 
ear with a razor. The horrible deed was 
Gone on the river front in broad daylight, 
and before Freda Ward was lifted into a pass- 
ing wagon she was Gdead,and Alice Mitchell 
was rushing up the hill to ber bugzy, in 
which sat Lillie Johnson, her companion, to 
whom she screamed, ‘‘I have done it,’’ 
seized the reins and drove rapidly to her fath- 
er’s home, , 

Miss Johnson was arrested and held on the 
charge of complicity in the kiltipg. Both 
giris were indicted formurder. Then the two 
young women were arraigned, Miss Johnson 
pleaded not guilty, and for Miss Mitchell her 
lawyers entereda plea of present insanity. 
The investigation which will determine 
whether or not Miss Mitchell is insane has 
not yet been made.

] have done you any harm or caused you any trouble, 
I humbiy beg vour forgiveness. Please don’t let asy 
one know I write this. No one knows about that last 
surmomer business except our family—that is 
you have toidsome one. We go bask to 
this eventag. BEDA.« 


The business referred to above was the in- 
tended elopement of the deceased, Freda 
Ward, with Alice Mitchell last summer.

A perfect uproar ensued upon this state- 
ment and the speaker was compelled to 
pause. innumerable pms of order were 
raised and the gavel fell repeatedly. All sorts 
of protests were urged against Moses’ speak- 
ing, but he held his piace, and, as oppor- 
tunity allowed, made fragmentary additions 
to his remarks, much of which could not be 
heard, owing tothe confusion. He was un- 
derstood, however, to ejeculate that the 
a people wanted justice and meant to 

ave it.

H.T. Powers of Kansas, who repre- 
sented Kansas Knights of Labor, was oppos- 
ingthe motion, when he was set apon by 
Secretary Hayes, who advanced tothe plat- 
form and called to him across the hall, 
stiaking his one hand, at him. The 
chairman undead and neither of 
the men could he heard. Powers continued 
speakingin spite ofthe noise of the gavel, 
and grewred in the face without making 
a word heard. Hayes pointed his finger at 
the Chairman as Powers sat down and the 
gavel stopped. . 

“I want to say to Mr. Powers,’’ then 
shouted Hayes, ‘‘thatitis a question if he 
has a right to sit In this convention.’’

Hiugh Kavanaugh said that the preliminary 
address of the committee would be read by 
Ignatius Donnelly, and then he would read 
the platform proper. Mr. Donnelly came to 
the front of the stage and read as follows: 


A TREMENDOUS INDICTMENT. 

This, the frst great labor conference of the United 
States, and of the world, representing ail divisions 
of urbac and rural organized industry, assembled in 
National Congress, inyoking npon ite actien the 
apes and protection of Almighty God, puts forth, 
to and for the producers of the nation, this declara- 
tion of union and independence. 

The conditions which surround us best justify our 
co-operation. 

We meetin the midst of a nation brought to the 
verge of moral, political and material ruin. Corrup- 
tion dominates the baliot-box, the legislatures. the 
Congress and touches even the ermine of the bench. 
The people are demoralized. Many of the States 
have been compelled to isolate the voters at the poll- 
ing places in order to prevent universal intimida- 
tion or bribery. The a are subsidized or 
muzzied, public opinion silenced; busi- 
ness prostrated, our homes covered with mort- 
gages, labor impoversshed, and the land 
concentrtating in the hands of capitalists. Tne 
urban workmen are denied the right of organization 
for self-protection; imported pauperized labor beats 
down their wages: «a rs standing army, un- 
recognized by our laws; is established to shoot them 
down, and they are rapidly degenerating to European 
conditions. The fruits of the toil of millions are 
boldly stolen to build up colossal for- 
tunes, unprecedented the meeteey of 
the world, while their possessors espise 
the republic and endanger llberty. From the 
same prolific womb of governmental injustice we 
breed the two great classes—paupers and million- 
aires. The national: power to create money is ap- 
propriated to enrich bond-holders; silver, which has 
been accepted as coin since the dawn of history, has 
been demonetized to add to the purchasing power of 
gold by decreasing the value of all forms of property 
as well as human labor; and the supply of 
currency is purposely abridged to fattem usurers, 
bankruptenterprise and ensiave industry. A vast 
conspiracy against mankind has been organized on 
two continents and is taking possession of the world. 
If not met and overthrown at once it forebodes terri- 
bie social convulsions, the destruction orthe estab- 
lishment of an absolute despotism. 

In this crisis of human affairs the intelligent 
working people and producers of the United States 
have come tegether, in the name of peace, order and 
society, to defend liberty, prosperity and justice. 

We declare an union and independence. We 
assert our purpose to vote with the political organi- 
zation which represents our principles. 

We charge that the controliing influences dominat- 
ing the old political parties have allowed the exist- 
ing dreadful conditions to develop without serious 
effort to restrain or prevent them. Neither do they 
row intend to accomplish reform. hey have 
agreed together to ignore, in the. coming campaign, 
every issue but one. They propose to drown 
the outeries of a plundered people with the 
uproar of a sham batthe over the tariff. so that cor- 
porations, national banks, rings. trusts, ‘*watered 
stocks,’’ the demonetization of silver, and the op- 
pressions of usurers, may all be lost sight of They 
Propose to sacrifice our homes and children upon 
the altar of Mammon; toe destroy the hopes of the 
multitude in order to secure corruption funds from 
the great lords of plunder. We assert t & politi- 
cal Organization, representing the liti princi- 
ples herein stated, is necessary to redress the griev- 
ances of which we complein.

Your sub-committee upon Land Planks beg to sub- 
mit for your approval the following: 

rhe land including all the natural resources of 
wealth is the heritage ofall the peopie and should 
not be monopolized for speculative purposes and 
alien ownership of land should be prohibited. All 
land now held by railroads and other corporations in 
excess of their actual needs and ail lands now owned 
by aliens should be reclaimed by the government 
and held for actual settlers only.

Hill delegation obtained as that one was, 
will necessarily doom him to an over- 
whelming defeat in a straight fight with 
CLEVELAND before the National Demo- 
cratic Convention, 

Nothing now remains for HILL but the 
chances ofa triangular contestin which 
he may hold the baiance of power between 
CLEVELAND and a third candidate. Ifthe 
various State delegations should, before 
the convention meets, adapt the wise 
policy of nominating a ticket not involved 
in and endangered by New York 
faction fights, and concentrate upon 
some strong and popular candidate from 
another State, HILL’s tactics will succeed 
only so far as to prevent CLEVELAND’s 
nomination, and the Democrats will be put 
in a fair way to electa President whose 
policy ‘will not be molded or marred by 
any New York spoils machine.

THE UNIVERSITY LOCATION QUESTION. 


It is wrong for the friends of Columbia 
te assume that the Legislature cannot con- 
sider the question of changing the location 
of the State University, as it would be 
wrong for the Legislature to consider the 
change of location a light and unimpor- 
tant matter which may be determined upon 
trivial grounds. 

The Legislature occupies the position of 
the guardian of the interests of the State, 
and must be governed in its action con- 
cerning this institution aglely by con- 
siderations of benefit to those interests. 
Although there is no occasion for seeking 
to change the location or for taking the 
undignified step of puttif, the university 
up at auction for sale to the highest 
bidder, yet the Legislature should not re- 
fuse to consider advantageous offers. Its 
duty to the State and to the university 
committed to its care requires it to do so. 

It may be laid down asa rule, however, 
that no offer is worth considering which 
does not guarantee distinct advantages 
over the present location, and no offer 
should be accepted which does not, when 
viewed from every standpoint in the most 
impartial, conservative and business-like 
manner, assure unquestionable benefits for 
the university. Most important considera- 
tions involving the present and future 
good of the institution and the interests of 
the people enter into the decision of the 
question. Before an offer of a new loca- 
tion can be accepted the Legislature should 
be assured of a more advantageous and val- 
uable site, the replacing of all property in 
better condition than before, compensation 


for all losses and for whatever injury may 


would be involvedinachange and all of 
these things should be carefully consid- 

, yin weighing offers all politics, 
preférences, prejudices and pulls should be 
strictly excluded. The interests of all the 
people and the University must be para- 
mount in determining the location ques- 
tion.

On the other hand the 
peculiar construction of the light draft river 
and ocean steamer known as the Lucas ship 
makes it specially adapted to the present 
stage Of waterinthe river between this city 
and the Gulf, as the plans provide forthe 
carriage of not less than 3,000 tons of freight 
on seven feet, while the whalebacks of equal 
tonnage require seventeen feet. The Lucas 
patents are very simple and practical, as has 
been demonstrated by experienced ship- 
buliders and engineers who have examined 
the plans and specifications. It may be 
an easy matter, comparatively, 
for the commercial interests of St. 
Louls to induce the Government 
to maiptain an eight or ten foot channel at 
all seasons, but, as is well knowm the cost of 
a seventeen or eighteen foot channel will in- 
veive not only the expenditure of mapy mil- 
Mons of dollars more, but require many 
more years fot its accomplishment. What is 
here said may merit the thoughtful consid- 
eration oi those who are directly and largely 
interested inthe speedy development of the 
city’s trade with the Spanish-American 
countries.

The Report to Be Presented to the Council 
at This Evening’s Meesting—The Phila- 
delphia Methods of Passing Upon Sa- 
loon Petitions—Ziegenhein'’s Explana- 
tion of His Action in the Jacobson 
Case. 


The report of the Ziegenwein Investigating 
Committee will go the Council to-night, It 
was ready to be presented last night, but 
everybody, of course, lost sightof it in the 
confusion attending the reorganization. 

Councilman Bensiek at first intended to 
serd in a minority report, Duthe says he Is 
willing to sign the report of Councilmen An- 
derson and Arnstein, He has got the idea in 
some way that the report exonerates Col- 
lector Ziegenhein from the charge of favoring 
dramshop keepers by recommending the 
penalty for not paying their licenses, and 
the parts of the report which bear heav lly 
on the Collector he seems to have over- 
looked. He is quite frankin expressing his 
determination to stand by the Collector 
through thick and thin. Discussing the 
matter with a reporter, he said: ‘“*I have 
signed the report because it means that 
everything in that office is just as Ziegenhein 
says itis, and heisall right in his way of 
collecting.’’ 

‘*Did you notice in the report of the com- 
mittee that they say a system prevails in the 
office of indulging saloon-Keepers, having 
grown up through many years?’’ 

‘*‘What’s that!’’ exclaimed Oouncilman 
Bensiek. ‘‘No, sir; there’s nothing like that 
inthe report. It says Ziegenhein isa good 
Collector.’’ 

The Councilman probably read the report 
very carelessly, and when it is presented to- 
bight he will want to have his name taken 
off it. Possibly he willl try to have it amended, 

COUNCILMAN COLE’S EXPERIENCE. 

Councilman Nelson Cole will vote for the 
report. This Councilman has some personal 
experience of Collector Ziegenhein’s 
methods. Overa yecr ago, one of the Coun- 
cilman’s employes, who owns a. Duilding, 
asked him to represent to the Col- 
lector that a saloon was running 
in an adjoining house without a 
license. Councilman Cole went to tre 
Collector and had an interview with Khim on 
the subject which brought him to the convic- 
tion that the Collector cared a good deal 
more for the friendship of the saloon-kKeepers 
than he did forthe approval of citizens. He 
left the office in an unpleasant frame of mind 
and never went near tbe Collector again. 

Last week,-when the Collector was before 
the Investigating Committee, Councilman 
Anderson asked him to explain this incident. 
The Collector hesitated, and his ready dram-

‘*l remember that very well,’’ said he. 
**‘Hesent a man right upthere ana closed 
the place up after Mr. Cole came down.’’ 

This statement comes rightupon the heels 
of the Deputy’s declaration thatthe Colliect- 
or’s office could not prevent saloons from 
running without licenses, Councilman Cole 
seemed very unwilling to revive his memory 
of the disagreeable episode when asked 
about it to-day, and said he should prefer to 
forget the matter. ‘‘If they closed up the 


place, as is stated, that is the first I have | 


heard ofit,’’ saidhe. ‘‘Atanyrate, I have 
told Mr. Anderson I shail vote for his re- 
port.’”’ 

Dramshop Deputy Wurtzburger came up 
to the Council last night and satinthe lobby 
to watchthe proceedings for the Collector. 

At the end of the session he Came upon the 
floor and talked with Councilmen and mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates about the 
report of the Investigating Oommittee and 
the Anderson bill, 

THE PHILADELPHIA METHOD. 

Councilman Anderson is going to place be- 
fore the Councll, when bis billis considered, 
a description of the method In vogue in 
Philadelphia, by which dramshop licenses 
are issued. Every saloon Keeper who wants 
a new license or his old one rehewed, makes 
formal application to the Clerk of the Court 
just before the 
the names and addresses 
avplicants are pub. 
newspapers. Petitions 
againstthe saloon must fled with the 
clerk of the court, and after that the court 
sits for several days In formal session and 
considers them. Thisis quite different from 
the automatic way in which licenses are 
issued here by Czar Ziegenbein. The Dill 
Counciiman Anderson has introduced moves 
In the direction ofthe Philadelphia method, 
and the Councilman thinks he will make 
an impression by the papers and other docu- 
ments he has from that town. 

JACOBSON’S: SALOONS, 

Collector Ziegenhein was asked to-day why 
he issued a license to John QO, Jacobson for 
two saloons at the junction of the Baden and 
Broadway cars,in face of a remonstrance 
from the tax-payers on the block that was 
almost unanimous. The Collector stood near 
the desk of Dramshop Deputy Wurtzbureger., 

‘*Four saloons on that block,’* answered 
the Deputy. 

That ts $1,000 every six months,’* added the 
Collecter, as if that were suffictent reply. 

‘**Do you not consider it your duty to in- 
vestigate a remonstrance such as that we 
sent to you against the Jacobson license?’’ 

*‘Jacobson always pays promptiy,’’ said 
Deputy Wurtzburger. 

‘*Il saw no remonstrance that made me 
think the license should be refused,’’ said the 
Collector. | 

“It was only a personal fight between 
saloonkeepers,’’ said the deputy. <‘There 
was no such remonstrafnce filed here.’’ 

This will be news to the people of that 
Broadway block who sent down a remon- 
strance and had it putinto the handsof the 
Collector. 

Speaker Thomas J. Ward of the House 
of Delegates, says that he ap 
proves of Councilman Anderson’s 
idea of changing the system of 
issuing licenses, although he 1s not ready to 
promise his support to the Anderson bill, ‘‘I 
was talking tothe Collector the other day,’’ 
he says, ‘‘and he was telling me that he has 
collected more money from the _ saloon- 
keepers every year he has been in office. We 
need an improvement in the petition system 
that will allow only responsible people to 
have the say when a man wants to opena 
saioon ona block. Iam in favor of allowing 
only the owners of the ‘Tend and houses to 
Sign the petitions and remonstrances.’’

THE COAL BARONS, 


They Will Defy the Pennsylvania Law in 
the Payment of Employes. 

NEw YorK, Feb. 24.—The Anthracite oper- 
ators are following close upon the Reading 
combine with an agreement to defy the twice- 
a-month payment law and pay their em- 
ployes but once a month. 

Until last August the miners worked six 
weeks before they got their pay. This put 
the men completely in the power of the oper- 
ators. It made prosperous that system of 
mercantile robbery known as the company 
store, since only by Gealing with company 
stores on credit were tens of thousands 
enabled to live. 

The consequences of such a system were 
extravagance and hopeless debt. Finally 
the newspapers made such an outcry in de- 


fense of the workingmen that the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature passed a special law com- 
pelling corporations to pay every two weeks, 
providing the men requested payment fort- 
nightly. In that provision Mes all the trouble. 
It was inserted in the act to protect the coal 
barons, and it does so by making the law 
practically null and void. It gives thema 
“ee and they have begua to crawi,out 
of it. 

The operators tried the plan of paying 
their men every two weeks, and at once 
found that it required double the number of 
clerks inthe paymaster’s departments and 
an extra expense of several thousand dollars 
ayear. This one little item of expense is the 
reason given out by the operators for going 
back to the old system. They say nothing 
whatever about company stores or power 
over thousands of voters ina political cam- 

align. 
 peetanine March 1, all the collieries in this 
region will pay the menonce amonth. This 
means thata man beginning March 1 will re- 
celve on April ® the wages earned during 
the four weeks in March. The operators say 
that any one who asks for them can have his 
wages twice a month ‘‘according to law.’’

THE STRANGE TRAGEDY FROM ITS BE- 
GINNING TO iTS END. 


Prot. Wheeler, to Whom Mr. Judson Told 
the Story in Detail, Gives the Facts for 
Publication—The Two Men Met First at 
a Theater Last Fall—Breedlove’s in- 
fatuation Followed—Chloroform, Arse 
nic and the Revolver—To-Day’s Devel- 


opments. 


When a man kills himself because of infat- 
vation for a fellow man, the history of the 
passion which led him to such an awful act 
presents material for an interesting psycho- 
logical study. f 

Such a tragedy took place in St. Loulg yes- 
terday, when Dr. E. L. Breedlove put a bullet 
in his brain at Hurst’s Hotel vecause, as he 
declared in writing, he could not live apart 
from I. N. Judson, a professor in the St. Louls 
High School. 

A tragedy ofthis kind always carries with 
it a suggestion which inthis case probably 
makes Mr. Judson the victim of the most un- 
just judgment. His story of the relationship

He was 
met by Prof. Herbert A. Wheeler of the 
Washington University, a room-mateof Mr. 
Judson’s, who statea that the latter was suf- 
fering fromthe nervous reaction following 
yesterday’s strange tragedy and could not 
see anyone. Mr, Wheeler was informed of 
the object of the visit and at once agreed that

Breedlove to Mr. Judson here, and by Judson 
to Breedlove at the latter’s rooms. Breed- 
love at first appeared a very companionable 
man, cheerful and talkative, and was eyi- 
dently well educated, both generally and in 
his profession. 

‘*Mr. Judson tells me, however, that it was 
not long after their acquaintance began tha 
Breedlove commenced to develop the earl 
Stages of that strange infatuation whic 
ended in yesterday’s tragedy. His tnfatua-’* 
tion was first indicated by his begging Mr. 
Judson to give up rooming with me, and 
cometolive with him. Breedlove told Mr. 
Judson that he was alone in the world with 
ho one to love, andthat the two—Breedlove

A New Telegraph Company Will Give 
Plungers a Chance. — 


LATEST SCHEME PROPOSED FOR GETTING 
AROUND THE POOL LAW.

Bets Will Be Received in Money Orders 
and Telegraphed to Shaw’s Pool Room 
in St. Paul—The Men in the Scheme 
—Pugilism, Racing and Sporting News 
in General. 


A new telegraph company will ina few 
days establish an office here in 8&t. Louis 
which expectsto give patrons of the horse- 
races an opportunity to place their money 
on outside events without having to goto 
East St. Louls, as they do now, and at a less 
cost and with as much facility and cer- 
tainty. The new company is the Mercantile 
Telegraph Co., organized under the laws of 
lllinois, with James M. Townsend, manager 
ofthe Mound City Coupe Co., as President, 
and W. C. Lioyd of Chicago as Secretary and 
Treasurer. The company has direct wires 
to Chicago, &8t. Paul, Minneapolis and 
the Northwest and has an arrangement with 
Shaw & Co. of St. Paul whereby the latter 
will patronize the company and place money 
for such persons as may telegraph it to them 
from 8t. Louis. 

President Townsend sald to-day: 

‘*‘We have organized a telegraph company 
to do a legitimate business, and will 
take all kinds of telegraph business to such 
points as we have lines. Wewill makea 
special feature of the money order business 
and will give quicker and better service than 
the other companies. For example, you 
want to bet $10 on a horse and go to the West- 
ern Unionand telegraph some one to place 
that money for you onthe horse you indl- 
cate. They will doit for you, but it will take 
a great deal of time. Now we will do 
just the same thing, only we will do 
it quicker. You come to our 
office and write out a telegram to Shaw & Co. 
to put $10 on the Black Knight. You give 
that to our cashier with your money and pay 
for your telegram justas you would for any 
telegram. At St. Paul, itis handed to Shaw 
& Co., and they place the money. When 
Black Knigat finishes first, Shaw & Oo. send 
a telegram to us instructing us to pay you 
$29, which we do as the telegram signifies 
that that amount has been deposited there in 
regular money orderform. We think we can 
make money out of this class of moner-order 
business and it isentirely legitimate. All 
the other telegraph companies take the same 
kind of business, and there is no reason why 
we should not do likewise.’’ 

‘*‘Do you anticipate any trouble over the 
law here on account of that business?’’ 

**No, do not see how we can 

interfered with, as ali we 
dao is to take telegrams and 
send them as we are directed. We have no 
pool-room, and are not connected with any 
inany way. Of course, if pool-rooms want 
to give us business we must take it.”’ 

**Won’t you post the odds in your office?’’ 

‘*‘Oh, no. We wil) not have any odds posted 
or anything like that. It may be that a 
saloon in the immediate vicinity may think 
it to its interest to Keep the odds posted and 
give schedules of the races, but of course we 
do not know anything about that. The saloon 
may have them telegraphed from Shaw & 
Co., Dut that ts their affair.’’ 

Mr. Townsend has had a great dealof ex- 
perience in the telegraph business, having 
been for sixteen years with the Baltimore & 
Ohio Co. Mr. Lloyd, the Secretary, is an old- 
time telegraph man, and knows all about the 
business.
